ELASTIC CURRENCY 


MUST BE PROVIDED 


LymanJ. Gage, Former Secretary of Treasury, 


BacHs Up Srhiff's Demand. 


New Yorli, Jan. 
G.—The alarm 


sounded by Banker Jacob H. SchifE 
in his address Thursday, that a great 
panic is inevitable unless steps are 
taken to aker the currency condi- 
tions of the country, is approved by 
many financiers here. 


Lymaa J. Gage, former secretary 


of the treasury, says: "I agree with 
Schiff that tho monetary conditions 
which have existed in this country 
during the last 60 days are dis- 
graceful to us as a nation, and I 
further agree with him that a stun- 
ning panic is but a matter of time 
unless something is done." 


Gage declared he did not think a 


panic is necessarily imminent., but 
that the danger is apparent, and the 
country will suffer if it sits quiet 
under the present conditions. 


"To provide a more elastic cur- 


rency, without a moment of unneces- 
sary delay, I regard as the 
public duty," said Gage. 


Frank A. Vandferlip, vice president 


of the National City bank, says: "It 
is apparent to even a casual ob- 
server of national ftnanlcal condi- 
tions That'our currency system lacks 
the desired elasticity and that in 
time this inelasticity must lead to 
embarrassments unless a cure is ap- 
plied."
